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"THE LOWLY LINCOLN CENT" Jean Busch 


Too often the goal of a beginning coin collector is the final tri- 
umphant filling of those last few empty slots ina coin folder. 
Granted, there is a challenge there, and a satisfying sense of com- 
pleteness when the goal is reached. But what of the coin itself? 
In that one coin lies a whole world of ideas possibly unrealized 
by the collector. 


Let's suppose that coin is the Lincoln cent, that most common and 
lowliest of coins. It's creation consisted of the fruits of cen=- 
turies of learning. History, religion, art, law and language are 
in some way represented. 


The likeness of Lincoln immediately calls to mind the era of civil 
strife in which he lived, and the greatness of the man himself, 
The Lincoln cent was designed in 1909 by Victor D. Brenner, as a 
commemorative of the hundredth anniversary of his birth. It marked 
the first time a portrait was used for regular American coinage. 
The motto "In God We Trust" was also used for the first time on a 
one cent piece, which was appropriate, as the need for such a 
motto was suggested as a result of the Civil War during Lincoln's 
presidency. 


The familiar Latin motto, E PLURIBUS UNUM, meaning "Many joined 
into one" is also especially appropriate for our United States, 
composed of fifty individual unions under one central government. 


The development of the art forms used in designing coins could 
take an inquiring mind back 2600 years to the first known coin, 
the stater of Aegina. The various methods of striking and the 
many types of dies used, as well as the knowledge of metals, could 
become an interesting study. Our Lincoln cent is composed of 95% 
copper and 5% tin and zinc, with the single exception occuring in 
1943. Due to wartime copper shortage, zine coated steel was used. 
In 1944 and 1945 shell cases were salvaged for coinage, and pre= 
war composition was resumed in 1946. 


Many people know that the 1900-S VDB is the most scarce Lincoln 
cent. Perhaps not as many are aware that the reason for this 
shortage lies in the expression of public disapproval of the de- 
signers initials as they appeared on the first coins. There had 
been only 484,000 struck at the San Francisco mint before the or- 
der was received to stop coinage. The initials were resumed in 
1918, and ever since have been placed in very tiny letters at the 
truncation of Lincoln's shoulder. Designers identifying marks 
have been placed on their work for many centuries, and the injus- 
tice to Victor D. Brenner was finally aclnowledged.

However, 
in this work, he has added much in the way of history and the sto- 
ries of the Mexican coins. very type of coin in the book is il- 
lustrated by photos except for the pieces of Aztec Hoe Money, 
which is in sketches. One of the pieces illustrated was so small 
as to be difficult to read in the small life size photo, and is 
enlarged to several diameters lerger that the reader will be able 
to understand the photo. In several places through the book, Mr. 
Utberg has included some story or editorialization in a box re- 
lating to but not a part of the description of that page or chap=- 
ter. These were most interesting, such as: Do Catalogs cost or 
pay?; Unauthorized coinage of Guadalajara 8 Reales in 1860; George 
Washington; Mexican Coinage and U.S. Postal Rates; Numismatic So- 
Cieties of Mexico; and others. With the current interest being 
show in Mexican coins, this volume should not stay long on the 
Library shelves, 


Some of you may not find this book on the counter at your favorite 
Coin shop. If this is the case, just be patient. This column was 
prepared utilizing an advance copy of the book through the court= 
esy of our Secretary, Mr. Harvey L. Rose.

"My Oldest Coin" was the topic of the talk given by Tom Ward at the 
last meeting. He displayed and gave a short talk on the ancient 
Roman bronze "Aes". In the ancient times trade was made by the bar- 
ter system, The Romans would trade their goods for material that 
they needed. This was quite cumbersome to trade a cow for a wagan 
and etc. So about 500 B.C. the Roman Republic issued bronze pieces 
to be used in commerce. Only trouble was that they had to be weighed 
out each time. In 336 B.C. they started making pieces of bronze of 
uniform shape and weight. They weighed one Roman pound which act~ 
ually weighed ten of our ounces. 


This was the actual beginning of the Roman coinage that would last 
over two thousand years. The Greeks had a better coinage system 
some 300 years before but the Romans ignored it and started from 
scratch. Tom displayed two pieces, the crude piece of bronze that 
had to be weighed each time that it was used in trade and the "Aes 
Grave", This cast circular bronze piece had on the obverse the 
double headed God "Janus" and on the reverse was the prow of a ship. 
The Romans started using silver in their coinage in 269 B.C. Silver 
was used because the bronze pieces were so cumbersome. :

Irving B. Knickerbocker was the subject of "Who's Who In Califor- 
nia Numismatics" in the summer issue of the Calcoin News, published 
by the Calif. State Numis. Assoc. It was a very interesting art- 
icle by 2.G. McArthur. "Knick" was born in San Jose, Calif. so 
many years ago. He married his childhood sweetheart, Mattie, and 
they rode around in a motorcycle and a sidecar.

Clyde L. Grimm 
SDI'S No. 567, and is the Fdward Maris work "A Historic Sketch of 
the Coins A New Jersey". We certainly appreciate Mr. Grimm's ef- 
forts to help us obtain this reprint edition of such monumental li- 
terature. A second standard work added this month was a copy of 
Howard Newcomb's "United States Copper Cents 1816 - 1857", This 

wes purchesed by the club from budgeted funds for the Library. 


Our book of the month for review is the Fdward l'aris Volume intro= 
duced in the previous paragraph, "A Historic Sketch of the Coins 
of “ew Jersey". In this work, Dr. Neris presents his experience 

in attempting to gather together in one paper a listing and pic- 
tures all of the Imowm varieties of this interesting coin. He took 
some thirteen years toassemble the collection and to complete the 
book to the point of copyright in 1880. The publication took place 
in 1881. The text contains the background on the establishing the 
colony of New Jersey, the Mark Newby half=-pence and the establish- 
ing of mints for the New Jersey coppers. 


The original mint was a joint venture of Messers Walter Itould, Tho- 
mas Goadsby and Albion Cox. After some disagreement between the 
partners, a second mint was established. The two mints, Morris- 
town and Flizabethtown, New Jersey, are not left standing as best 
as this writer can ascertain. If you wish to learn which was the 
first opened, you witl have to read the book. After some six pares 
of the background information, the author goes into describing the 
individual coins as shown in the plate for eighteen pages. The 
book is finished off with a table of comparitive rarities of the 
different varieties. For a segment of early United States numis- 
matic history, this is a most excellent work,

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From The Bookshelf - 


This month we shall start right off with our book of the month. It 
is one reported on our shelves a month or two ago: "United States 
Copper Cents, 1816-1857". The book was written by ltr. Howard R. 
Newcombe as a revision to an earlier work published in 1883 by Mr. 
Frank D. Andrews. In this work the many die varieties, and other 
details not know by Mr. Andrews are incorporated. The whole 300 
pages of sketches, photographs end tables may be more detailed than 
most collectors will find needed. However this work is well co- 
ordinated and easy to read. The collector of one of each date will 
find no difficulty in determining if he has a rare variety or one 
of the more common ones. One item of interest is Mr. Newcomb's 
numbering systems for his die varieties. He chose to number the 
varieties of each date, so that new varieties may be added with 
any discovery without causing discontinuity in the system. The 
numbering of varieties by hir. Andrews is given with the Newcomb 
number for cross reference. In short this is a very excellent stan- 
dard reference work for our Library which should find several users 
in our club. For the readers ‘who may have a 1°40 original, a 1944 
or a 1956 reprint, this 1963 reprint is not changed from those 
older editions.

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THE CONFEDERATE BILL 


The following verse was written on the back of a Confederate bill 
by an unknown author - 


Representing nothing on God's earth now 
And naught in the waters below it - 

As the pledge of a nation that passed away, 
Keep it dear friend and show it. 


Show it to those who will lend an ear 
To the tale this trifle will tell: 

Of Liberty born of a patriot's drean, 
Of a storm cradled nation that fell. 


Too poor to possess the precious ores 
And too much of a stranger to borrow; 
We issued today our "promise to pay” 
And hoped to redeem on the morrow. 


The days rolled on and the weeks became years 
But our coffers were empty still; 

Coin was so scarce that the Treasury quaked 
If a dollar should drop in the till. 


But the faith that was in us was strong indeed: 
Though our poverty well we discerned 

And this little bill represents the pay 

That our suffering veterans eared. 


They knew that it had hardley a value in gold 
Yet as gold our soldiers received it: 

It gazed into your eyes with a promise to pay 
And every true soldier believed it. 


But our boys thought little of price or pay 
Or of bills that were over due, 

They mew if it bought their bread today, 
'twas the best our poor country could do - 


Keep it, it tells all our history over 
From the birth of the dream to its last: 
Modest, and born of the Angel-Hope, 

Like our hope of success, It Has Passed. 


One of the first things to be done by the Confederate treasury at 
the outbreak of the Civil War, was to issue legal tender of some 
kind. Paper was smuggled though the lines from New York and given 
to Hoyer and Ludwig of Richmond and the first notes issued were 
eight $100 bills. The engravers used what was an old fashioned 
press even in that day and the bills were printed by hand. 


When the Secretary ordered them printed he indorsed on the margin 
of the proof the following: mae the fom changers become familiar 
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with these incoming bills it will be as difficult to pass a counter- 
feit as if they had been engraved on steel, perhaps more So. 


These bills were not worth much on their face value, but men died to 
give them value, and three times as many died to make them worthless. 
Soon these bills were flooding the country and $500 and $1000 bills 
Were as numerous as $5.00 bills are today. 


Of course the price of everything went up and it was nothing to pay 
$200 a yard for flannel, $300 for a pound of coffee, $1000 for a 
pair of boots, or $10,000 for a horse. 


Worthless as were these "promise to pay"! they cost more than any 
legal tender ever issued by any nation on earth.

Qur book of the month is another of the books reported some months 
agoe It is the American !!umismatic Society's Monograph No. 149, - 
"Victory as a Coin Type" by L.R. Bellinger and li.A. Berlincourt. In 
this volume the authors have expanded what started out as a paper 

in the Yale Graduate School by Dr. Marjorie A. Berlincourt. Basically 
the figure we know as Victory had its origin in some of the coins as 
early as the end of the sixth century before Christ. The authors 
trace the development of an Angel as victory symbol with early fea- 
tures like the Nike of Greek mythology. From this point Nike gets , 
diafied and acquires the wreath as an accessory symbol, and wings 

for convenient flight. This development comes through the various 
cities mints of the then dominant Greek and Roman cultures. It is 

of interest that it was the Romans who identified her with the sev - 
eral versions of inscriptions containing the word Victoria. 


This work ends with the replacement of Victory by Constantinople 
enthroned, by Justin II, though the inscription was kept. Tiber= 

ius II in ” 578 changed the coin design to a cross with no inscrip= 
tion to complete the reign of Victory and the inscription on the 
early coins. For our numismatists this will be an indeed interest- 
ing volume. The several pages of plates to illustrate the many vari- 
ations of the use of Victory on the ancient coinage were the key to 
really enjoying this work.

From the Bookshelf — 


Our Book of the Month for somewhat of a review is “An 
Introduction to Numismatics,” edited by E. G. Bradfield. This 
is one of the American Numismatic Association’s books printed 
to help the new collectors. It was donated some months ago, 
and never made these pages. In this small volume we have an 
anthology of starting a coin collection. Each area of the world’s 
coinage is covered by an expert or specialist in that particular 
phase of numismatics. 


This volume gives a “No Bull” introduction to numismatics 
in the 48 pages of small print. The nineteen articles are each 
written by people of significant stature in our hobby. This book 
is one every member of our club would do well to read. 


Most of us who got our start with such volumes as the 
“Red Book,” the “Blue Book” or some other equivalent in some 
specialty did not get started with a good basis of fundamentals. 
Nor did we start out with any thought as to where we wanted 
to go from the place of our starting. 


Such omnidirectional starts have led many to the belief 
that the hobby of numismatics is a “fast buck” operation from 
the word go. Such starts also lead to the disillusionment of the 
starter. He then becomes a so-so type of collector and drops 
out of circulation. 


Having such a volume as this on hand to read at the start 
can give direction to the serious thought of starting out in a 
positive direction. This volume was discussed at several meet- 
ings of our board of directors. It will be a good work for us all 
to read—novice or old master, alike. 


We have one new volume purchased by the club for our 
shelves. It is “Essays on the Coinage of Alexander the Great” 


by A. R. Bellinger. We will remark more on this volume in a 
future column.

SIXTH ANNUAL COINARAMA 
GOLD RUSH 


“Gold!” was the key word at the Sixth Annual Coinarama 
Gold Rush held recently in the Caribbean Room of the El 
Cortez Hotel here in San Diego. The precious metal was shown 
in all forms from the Bank of America’s $100,000 gold nugget 
display to the many exhibits of gold coins and other fine 
numismatic material. 


Registration reached 600 and estimated attendance was 6700 
for the two day coin show. Everyone who attended said that 
this was the best of all the Coinaramas. With the San Diego 
County Inter-Club Numismatic Council and the fifteen coin 
clubs in the county we had a lot of excellent help. A vote of 
thanks should be extended to the Coinarama Committee for 
their fine work. 


There were sixty-eight cases exhibited consisting of forty- 
four competitive and three non-competitive exhibits, which 
represented the efforts of forty exhibitors. Twenty-seven of 
these were San Diego County numismatists, filling thirty-seven 
of the cases. 


Excellent judging was performed by Jerry Beavers, Dottie 
Dow, Charles Conniry, Douglas Decker and Clyde Grimm. A 
total of twenty-three awards were given to the exhibitors. Best 
In Show award went to Ben Adams of Canoga Park, Calif. for 
his Gold Proof Coins of British India.

We wish to extend our 
thanks to these good members for their donations. Both dona- 
tions were given in the spirit that they may be traded for 
material we do not have in case of duplication. If you have 
material you would trade to the library for some of these 
volumes, come forth and present your offer. 


Our club has purchased two volumes quite high on the list 
of requests: Paper Money of the United States and Gold Coins 
of the World, both by Robert Friedberg. 


A Picture Book of Ancient Coins by F. Reinfeld and B. 
Hobson was reported in an earlier column as a donation. In 
this volume the authors lead us by the hand for a 54 page 
indoctrination of ancient history as it is related to the numis- 
matics of the world. This tour starts with the earliest coinage, 
including a discourse on bartering, and ends with the fall of 
the Roman Empire. As a sort of a chaser, the authors give a 
final page to the Byzantine Empire. The text is illustrated 
throughout with excellent photographs of coins and a sketch 
or two of related items. In reading this book, I was impressed 
by the amount of historical background the authors impart to 
the reader. The last ten pages of the book is a Synoptic catalog 
of the coins of Greece, Roman Republic, and the Roman 
Empire. In this cataloging the authors have not allowed 
themselves to be dated with fixed prices. They have listed the 
coins on a scale of rarity, and established a flexible price 
range for the steps of the rarity scale. 
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Here is for sure one book of real value to the beginner in the 
Ancients. It will help give a perspective in what the neophite 
is getting into. More books like this one would be a help to the 
collectors looking for somewhere to go next—to help us all 
remember the fundamentals of numismatics for the next step 
we contemplate.
